Marsden . 

We  give  a  hearty  thanks  to  all  the  residents  who  have 
donated  their  time  and  effort  to  serve  on  the  town  boards 
and  committees.  There  are  still  openings  on  several  of  the 
boards  and  committees.  If  you  are  interested  in  serving 
your  community  in  this  capacity,  please  contact  the 
Selectmen's  Office. 

To  the  Francestown  Road  Crew,  as  they  strive  for  excellence 
to  maintain  and  improve  our  roads,  have  done  a  yoemans  Job. 
One  does  not  realize,  unless  he  has  been  personally 
connected  with  the  maintenance  of  our  roads,  that  it  is  a 
most  difficult  job  to  out  guess  and  deal  with  Mother  Nature, 
especially  during  the  snow  and  ice  season.

It 
is  no  easy  Job  and  with  no  small  risk  to  go  and  fight  a 
fire  along  with  the  many  other  calls  and  duties  they 
perform.  They  spend  timeless  hours  in  their  training  and 
deserve  the  thanks  of  the  residents  of  Francestown.  It  is 
not  like  the  old  days  when  I  was  a  boy  and  the  fire  whistle 
went  off  and  my  grandfather  would  jump  into  the  flat  bed 
logging  truck  and  go   rattling  down   the  dirt   road   with  a 
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dozen  or  so  Indian  Back  Pumps  picking  up  men  and  boys  as  he 
went.  Our  volunteer  firemen  nowadays  have  to  be  well 
trained  and  ever  ready  to  cope  with  many  problems.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  state- 
ments of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1989,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the 
purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and 
not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is 
responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control 
structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies 
and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure 
are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from 
unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are 
executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial 
statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal 
control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless 
occur  and  not  be  detected.

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control 
structure  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under 
standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming 
to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the 
design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that  could, 
in  our  judgment,  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record, 
process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the 
assertions  of  Town  officials  in  the  financial  statements. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bixby  Memorial  Library  maintain  no 
accounting  records  other  than  a  checkbook  and  the  related  bank 
statements.  We  believe  that  at  a  minimum  cash  receipt  and 
disbursement  journals  and  documentation  which  supports  the 
transactions  recorded  in  those  journals  should  be  maintained  to 
properly  account  for  the  municipal  funds  held  by  the  library 
trustees. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  specific  internal  control  structure  elements 
does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial 
statement  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned 
functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would 
not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control 
structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  conditions  that  are  considered 
to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.  However,  we  do  not 
believe  the  reportable  condition  described  above  constitutes  a 
material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the 
distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


The  Library  had  another  active  year  in  1989.  Circulation 
was  up  and  new  residents  were  quick  to  secure  library  cards. 
Our  able  staff:  Betty  James,  librarian,  Kim  Dalley, 
assistant  librarian,  Sirkka  Holm  and  Nel  Pitchard,  library 
assistants  were  on  hand  to  see  that  the  day  to  day  operation 
of  the  Library  ran  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

1989  was  also  a  year  of  changes  at  the  George  Holmes  Bixby 
Memorial  Library.  January  was  a  transitional  month  with  the 
librarian  and  library  assistant  filling  the  roll  of  helping 
the  children  downstairs.  In  February  we  welcomed  Kim  Place 
Dalley  as  our  new  assistant  librarian  in  charge  of  the 
children's  rooms.  Kim's  warmth  and  enthusiasm  are  evident, 
the  children  are  happily  using  the  library  and  the  welcome 
mat  is  always  out  for  our  young  readers. 

The  Library's  own  special  programs  last  year  began  in 
April  with  the  Kitchen  Sink  Mime  show,  sponsored  by  the 
Library,  through  the  Rural  Arts  Program.  Also  in  April  the 
Children's  Opera  Company  of  UNH  delighted  the  young  audience 
from  the  Little  Red  School  House  with  an  original  opera  of 
Little  Red  Riding  Hood.  Our  thanks  to  the  Francestown 
Improvement  and  Historical  Society  for  helping  the  Library 
to  realize  this  production.  Gardeners  enjoyed  an 
informative  evening  on  vegetable  gardening  presented  by 
Margaret  Pratt  of  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  of  UNH. 

In  early  May,  Priscilla  Clark  presented  slides  and 
dialogue  about  her  trip  to  Africa.  In  late  May  the  Library 
held  the  annual  plant  exchange  and  book  sale.  The  ninety 
plus  dollars  that  were  raised  from  this  event  help  to 
finance  the  summer  reading  program  for  the  children. 

The  Library  Trustees  were  thrilled  to  learn  that  the 
Wiederhold  family  wished  to  install  a  new  pathway  and 
perennial  garden  as  a  memorial  to  "four  dear,  old,  special 
friends  of  Francestown."  In  July,  Craig  Wentworth  of 
Stoneworks  installed  a  beautiful  brick  path  with  an  inlaid 
arch  of  brick  that  mirrors  the  lovely  doorway  arch  of  the 
building.  Landscape  architect  Jenny  Pap  complemented  the 
design  with  perennial  plantings  of  a  Cornus  kousa,  white 
fringed  bleeding  heart,  white  single  Japanese  iris,  lady's- 
mantle,  and  in  the  shady  area,  bergenia  and  maidenhair  fern. 
John  I.  Taylor,  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Evelyn  Vadney  and  Sally 
Cutter  were  indeed,  dear,  old  special  friends  of 
Francestown.  The  Library  is  grateful  to  the  Wiederhold 
family  for  this  lovely  and  meaningful  memorial  in  their 
honor . 
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Through  the  generosity  of  the  Town  the  exterior  of  the 
Library  was  given  a  much  needed  paint  30b.  The  old  windows 
which  are  twelve  panes  over  twelve  panes  were  in 
particularly  tough  shape.  Several  panes  needed  to  be 
replaced  and  nearly  all  of  the  five  hundred  and  twenty  eight 
panes  needed  reglazing !  The  fanwork  above  the  doorway  was 
given  special  attention.  The  five  hundred  and  twenty  eight 
window  panes  were  also  washed,  inside  and  out.  The  George 
Holmes  Bixby  Memorial  Library  literally  sparkled  when  this 
work  was  completed. 

Twenty- six  children  participated  in  the  summer  reading 
program,  A  Whale  of  a  Time.  Kim  Dalley  worked  with  the 
children  as  they  delved  into  non-fiction,  sampled  poetry  and 
devoured  fiction.  Over  two  hundred  books  were  read  and 
reviewed  by  these  young  people.  The  Town  Forest  was  the 
perfect  spot  for  a  whale  of  a  celebration  at  the  completion 
of  the  program  Each  participant  received  a  certificate  and 
book  prize.  Each  summer  the  number  of  children  increases 
and  the  number  of  books  they  read  is  truly  impressive. 

EXiring  the  summer  the  trustees  replaced  the  four  year  old 
Cannon  copier  with  a  larger  and  better  model  by  Toshiba. 
The  new  copier  was  purchased  through  a  combination  of  town 
funding,  library  fund  raising  and  fees  collected  from  users 
of  the  old  copier.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  new 
model  is  working  well  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  patrons. 

In  September  a  welcome  coffee  was  held  for  newcomers  and 
old  patrons  alike.  September  was  also  the  month  that 
evening  hours  were  begun  at  the  Library.  This  was  a 
recommendation  by  the  State  Library  Board  and  was 
implemented  as  a  service  to  our  working  patrons  who  can  get 
to  the  Library  at  no  other  time  and  to  students  who  need 
resource  material.  The  Library  is  now  open  each  Thursday 
from  1  pm  until  7  pm. 

In  late  November  the  children's  rooms  were  closed  for 
painting.  The  walls  and  shelves  of  orange,  yellow,  blue  and 
brown,  all  badly  peeling,  were  replaced  by  a  soft  bone  white 
color.  The  overall  effect  is  more  space  and  brightness, 
both  most  welcome  to  this  basement  area.  The  lower  half  of 
the  cabinets  in  the  A/V  room  was  made  into  bookshelves, 
allowing  for  more  book  storage  and  removal  of  a  large  free 
standing  shelf  which  was  blocking  the  fire  exit.  This  work 
was  accomplished  through  the  Library's  Special  Fund,  money 
raised  over  the  years  through  various  fund  raising  events. 

An  open  house  at  the  Library  took  place  in  early  December. 
Trustees  and  staff  served  special  "library"  punch  and 
refreshments  downstairs  while  Lillian  Harrigan  and  her 
committee  hosted  the  historical  rooms,  decorated  for  the 
holiday  season. 

During  the  school  year  pre-school  children  are  invited  to 
Story  Hour  once  a  week.  Every  other  week  the  Library  also 
welcomes  the  eighty  three  children  from  the  Little  Red 
School  House  for  films,  research  on  special  projects  and 
choosing  new  books  to  read.   This  ia  a  busy  place. 
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The  Trustees  gratefully  thanJc  all  those  who  remember  their 
friends  and  neighbors  with  a  donation  to  the  Memorial  Fund, 
or  who  make  special  donations  to  the  Library.  These 
donation  supplement  our  booJc  budget  and  enable  the  Library 
to  continually  meet  the  demands  of  our  readers. 

Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  entire  Library  staff  with 
special  appreciation  for  Betty  James  whose  presence  and 
skills  in  the  library  make  us  all  feel  welcome:  and  for  Kim 
Dalley  who  serves  the  Library  -  and  the  children  -  with  such 
enthusiasm.

Kimberlee  Place  Dalley  was  chosen  as  the  new  Assistant 
Librarian.  Her  duties  include  operation  of  the  Children's 
Section,  where  she  has  continued  the  warm  welcome  and 
encouragement  towards  reading  intrinsic  to  her  predecessor, 
Constance  Varnum. 

Saturdays  are  staffed  alternately  by  Sirkka  Holm  and  Nelia 
Pitchard,  who  also  fill  in  as  substitutes  when  necessary. 

Our  small  personal  Cannon  copier  was  replaced  by  a  larger 
model  made  by  Toshiba.  We  no  longer  need  to  limit  the  number 
of  copies  made  and  expect  less  down  time  for  repairs  due  to 
overuse. 

In  April,  the  library  was  able  to  bring  the  Kitchensink  Mime 
Theatre  to  Francestown  due  to  a  grant  awarded  by  the  NH 
State  Council  on  the  Arts.  Kitchensink  spent  the  day  in 
workshops  with  the  Elementary  School  children,  and  that 
evening  put  on  their  own  performance  for  one  tenth  of  the 
town. 
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This  year  we  were  awarded  another  grant  from  the  State 
Council  on  the  Arts.  The  Pontine  Movement  Theatre  will  be 
Performing  Tuesday,  April  10,  1990.  Please  consider  saving 
the  evening  for  some  wonderful  entertainment. 

1989  was  our  first  year  with  a  rental  service  from 
McNaughton 

Books,  a  division  of  Brodart  Company.  We  rent  books, 
expanding  our  inventory  possibilities,  and  retain  the  option 
to  return  short  terra  demand  books  when  they  are  no  longer 
wanted,  helping  to  ease  our  overcrowded  shelves.  There  is  no 
extra  fee  to  patrons  for  this,  the  books  are  checked  out  the 
same  as  books  we  purchase  outright. 

The  Peterborough  Town  Library  has  continued  their  generous 
Interlibrary  Loan  Policy.  We  have  been  able  to  borrow  books 
and  other  materials  we  do  not  own  from  them,  bypassing  the 
state  interlibrary  loan  process  which  will  remain  slow  until 
we  can  access  their  data  base  by  computer. 

This  fall  our  hours  were  expanded.  On  Thursdays,  we  are  now 
open  from  l-7pm.  Students  have  raore  time  for  assignments  and 
people  working  out  of  town  have  a  chance  to  stop  on  their 
way  home . 

Programs  outside  library  hours  are  possible  because  of  the 
donated  time  and  effort  of  staff  and  volunteers.  Chris  Bell 
has  been  responsible  for  the  many  art  exhibits  this  year. 
Priscilla  Clark  shared  her  trip  to  Africa  and  Bambi  Bodnar 
her  collection  of  dolls  from  around  the  world.  Other 
volunteers  helped  behind  the  scenes.  If  you  can  help  with 
programs,  or  have  ideas  about  programs  you  would  like  to  see 
(or  about  the  library  in  general),  or  have  a  special 
collection  we  might  exhibit,  please  let  us  know.  This  is 
your  library,  and  we  appreciate  your  views.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden,  children  and 
debris  burning  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  By  New  Hampshire  State  law  (RSA  22^:27),  no  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire,  except  when  the 
ground  is  cover\ed  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from 
the  Forest.  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. 

In  -order  to  eliminate  false  alarms,  it  is  advisable  to  notify  your  local 
fire  department  whenever  you  Intend  to  do  any  outdoor  burning. 

Violations  of  RSA  22'i:27  are  a  misdemeanor  and  you  are  also  liable  for 
paying  all  fire  suppression  costs  (RSA  22^:28  and  RSA  22'f:36). 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fires 
in  the  Concord  and  Chesterfield  areas,  as  well  as  the  100  acre  fire  on  Mt. 
Belknap  in  Gilford,  New  Hampshire. 

If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  New  Hampshire  forest  fire  laws,  please 
contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
at  271-2217.

POLICE  REPORT  -  1989 

1989  was  a  year  in  which  Francestown  saw  the  first  armed 
robbery  committed!  On  the  evening  of  November  11,  the 
Village  Store  was  held  up.  After  intensive  investigation, 
the  robber  was  arrested  on  February  7,  1990.  Charges  are 
also  being  brought  against  an  accomplice  who  was  the 
"wheelman  and  lookout"  in  the  getaway  car. 

During  the  year,  seven  residential  and  one  business 
burglaries  occurred.  Two  have  been  solved  by  arrests,  and  we 
have  strong  "leads"  on  four  others.  To  insure  that  all 
investigations  are  as  effective  as  possible,  they  are  done 
in  co-operation  with  the  State  Police. 

Our  patrol  officers  gave  a  great  deal  of  attention  to 
property  protection  in  1989,  resulting  in  a  decrease  of 
traffic  summonses  issued.  Over  400  was  the  total,  including 
250  for  speeding  and  8  persons  arrested  for  DWI. 

During  the  1989  budget  process,  I  requested  an  appropriation 
of  $42,000,  which  the  Budget  Committee  reduces  to  $37,000. 
The  proposed  budget  was  based  on  the  officers  working  the 
same  number  of  hours  as  in  1988  and  the  increase  for  a  $2.00 
per  hour  pay  raise.  With  the  pay  raise  given  and  the  final 
budget  appropriation  $37,000,  it  became  apparent  an 
overdraft  would  occur.  In  the  fall,  I  advised  Town 
Officials  that  patrol  service  were  being  reduced  to  control 
expenditures. 

An  area  of  expenditure  not  fully  anticipated  was  the  amount 
of  the  cruiser  repair  money  needed  throughout  the  year. 
Over  $4,000  was  spent  and  nearly  $1,800  more  in  the 
beginning  of  1990.  The  cruiser  is  scheduled  for  replacement 
this  year,  and  enough  money  is  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
to  purchase  another  four  wheel  drive  vehicle  without  having 
to  raise  additional  monies. 

In  1989  our  request  for  service  calls  were  up  6*  over  1988. 
In  1990,  I'm  requesting  a  budget  of  $43,000  which  would 
allow  us  to  continue  at  the  same  level  on  man  hours  as  the 
last  two  years,  and  by  adjusting  the  patrols  we  can  be  out 
at  the  times  of  most  need.  ^ 

We  have  some  new  ideas  for  the  upcoming  year.  Regular 
office  hours  are  presently  being  held  from  7  to  8  PM  on  the 
first  and  third  Mondays  of  the  month. 

We  will  be  offering  a  series  of  seminars  throughout  the 
year.  The  first  will  be  on  property  protection  which  will 
be  followed  up  on  a  home  survey  for  those  wishing  one.  Many 
things  can  be  done  to  prevent  crime  and  we  hope  you  will 
come  to  our  programs  and  see  what  you  can  do  to  keep  from 
becoming  a  burglary  victim.

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THE  1989  REPORT  OF  THE  FRANOESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 


Highlights  of  what  has  been  a  demanding  year  for  the 
Planning  Board  include: 

1 .  The  Board  initiated  a  program  of  periodic 
newsletters  which  are  intended  to  keep  Townspeople 
better  informed   of  Board  activities  throughout  the 
year . 

2.  In  February  the  Board  adopted  new  Subdivision 
Regulations  which  provide  more  specific,  detailed 
direction  both  for  the  Board  and  for  the  applicant. 

3.  In  March  the  Board  updated  its  Rules  of  Procedure 
and  amended  the  Driveway  Regulations. 

4.  New  Site  Development  Regulations  which  govern  all 
new/or  expanded  non-residential  and  multi-family 
uses  of  land  were  adopted  in  May. 

5.  An  updated  Capital  Improvement  Program,  details  of 
which  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report,  was 
adopted  in  July. 

6.  The   Water  Resource  Management  Plan,  which  was 
authorized  by  voters  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting, 
was  not   only  completed  but  also  approved  by  the 
Office  of  State  Planning.   The  plan  was  adopted  as 
part  of  the  Master  Plan  on  February  6,  1990. 

7.  The  Board  approved  7  new  subdivision  applications 
for  Limone   on  Scobie  Pond  Road,  the  Robson 
Corporation  on  Wilson  Hill  Road,  Cilley  on  Poor  Farm 
Road,  Goodrich  on  Campbell  Hill  Road,  Lurvey  on 
Juniper  Hill  Road,  Rokes  on  Candlewood  Hill  Road  and 
King  on  Candlewood  Hill  Road.   The  carryover  case  of 
Woodbury  on  Cressey  Hill  Road  was   denied.    A  total 
of  27   new  lots  were  approved,  making  a  net  increase 
of  19  lots  during  the  1989  calendar  year. 

The  Board  also  handled  2  new  site  plan  applications, 
one,  which  was  approved,  for  a  remote  switching 
station  for  Tory  Pines/Contel  on  School  House  Road; 
and  the  other,  which  is  still  pending,  for  a  mobile 
phone  communications  tower  on  Crotched  Mountain  for 
J.P.H.  Partnership.    Compliance  hearings  in  regard 
to  the  1987  conditional  site  plan   approval  granted 
Tory  Pines  for  a  hotel  complex  continue. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  the  Board  spent  much 
of  the  year  considering  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 
Although  discussion  of  most  of  the  issues  under 
consideration  will  be  continued  to  1990,  the  Board  does  seek 
your  support  for  a  new  Conservation  Overlay  District,  which 
will  be  presented  as  Article  2  on  your  ballot.  (Refer  to  the 
copy  of  the  Town  Warrant  at  the  beginning  of  the  Town 
Report) 
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This  zoning  proposal,  which  was  developed  with  input  from 
the  Conservation  Commission,  Southwest  Regional  Planning 
Commission,  the  Hillsborough  County  Conservation  District, 
Planner  Michael  Donovan,  Town  Counsel,  and  the  public  who 
attended  numerous  public  hearings,  would  add  aquifer  and 
floodplain  overlay  districts  to  the  already  existing 
wetland,  steep  slope  and  shoreland  overlay  districts. 
Please  consult  your  Planning  Board  newsletters  or  contact 
the  Planning  Board  for  more  detail  on  the  Conservation 
Overlay  Zoning  proposal  which  provides  important  protection 
to  our  natural  resources  in  general  and  to  that  most 
critical  of  resources,  water,  in  particular. 

Finally,  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have 
supported  us  by  attending  our  meetings  and  to  give  special 
recognition  to  i)  Sarah  Allen,  Marvin  Armstrong,  Sue 
Birchard,  Trish  DeAngelis,  Scot  Heath,  Sirkka  Holm,  Taisto 
Holm,  Ken  Marx  and  Connie  Varnum  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  their  invaluable  assistance  in  preparing  the 
Water  Resource  Management  Plan  and  the  Conservation  Overlay 
District  zoning  proposal;  and  ii)  the  Road  Improvement 
Program  Subcommittee,  comprised  of  Charles  Brien,  Clayton 
Foote,  Clifton  Foote,  Don  Hoyt,  John  Jenkins,  Dud  Parker  and 
Harry  Varnum,  for  its  on-going  work  on  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program.  If  you  are  not  already  in  the  habit  of

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PRANOESTOWN ' S  SIX  YEAR  (1990-1995) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 


The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Program  (CIP) ,  which  was 
updated  In  July  of  1989,  serves  three  basic  functions: 

1.  First   and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  fiscal 
planning  tool  which  should  help  the  Town  to 
anticipate,  co-ordinate  and  manage  its  capital 
expenditures, 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for 
developing  an  impact  fee  system  which  will  require  a 
developer,  under   certain  circumstances,  to  offset 
some  of  the  increased  cost  to  the  Town  caused  by  his 
project. 

3 .  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of  any 
growth  management  ordinances  if,  in  the   future,  the 
Town  should  determine  growth  management  to  be 
necessary. 

This  year's  plan,  which  was  developed  with  input  from  the 
Town's  various  departments,  commissions  and  committees, 
again  attempts  to  strike  a  reasonable  balance  between  the 
need  to  moderate  tax  increases  and  the  need  to  continue  to 
provide  for  the  future  well-being  of  the  Town.  To  this  end, 
the  Board  has  recommended  curtailing  or  eliminating  overly 
ambitious  and/or  lower  priority  projects,  while  at  the  same 
time  supporting  not  only  continued  funding  for  existing 
programs,  such  as  capital  reserve  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
police  and  fire  equipment,  conservation  purposes,  etc.,  but 
also  the  orderly  introduction  of  new  capital  programs.  One 
such  new  project  which  the  Board  feels  should  not  be 
deferred  is  a  Road  Improvement  Program. 

Important  reasons  for  re-establishing  a  formal  capital 
improvement  program  for  roads  include: 

1 .  Appropriations  for  road  improvements  are  not  keeping 
pace  with  the  increased  demands  placed  on  our  roads 
by  higher  traffic  levels. 

2.  For  the  Town  to  be  able  to  administer  a  road  impact 
fee  system  which  would  help  alleviate  the  taxpayers' 
burden  for  providing  for  new  development,  reasonable 
levels  of  appropriated  funds  must  be  available  on  an 
on-going  basis.  (i.e.  The  Town  cannot  ask  a 
developer  for  his  fair  share  of  road  Improvements, 
if  the  Town  is  unwilling  tp  provide  its  fair  share 
of  those  same  improvements.) 

3.  Monies  for  road  improvements  which  were  incorporated 
into  the  Budget  in  the  early  1980 's  need  to  be 
subjected  again  to  the  accountability  and  planning 
discipline  of  a  Capital  Improvement  Program. 
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While  the  original  CIP  recommended  that  starting  in  1990,  an 
incremental  $50,000  per  annum  be  appropriated,  the  Board 
has  recommended  reducing  the  initial  annual  funding  to  an 
incremental  $25,000  per  year;  with  the  proviso,  however, 
that  $25,000  of  the  Highway  Maintenance  Budget  be  i) 
accurately  identified  as  capital  improvement  and  ii)  co- 
ordinated with,  and  accounted  for  as  part  of,  an  overall 
CIP.  The  total  cost  of  $50,000  approximates  the  amount  of 
the  Highway  Block  Grant  that  the  Town  has  received  annually 
from  the  State  in  recent  years. 

Specifics  of  the  proposed  1990  program,  which  was  developed 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Road  Improvement  Subcommittee- 
comprised  of  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Budget  Committee,  Road  Commission,  Board  of 
Highway  Safety,  Fire  Department,  Emergency  Management 
Commission,  as  well  as  the  Road  Agent  -  can  be  found  in  the 
Road  Agent's  Report. 

In  Exhibit  1,  following,  expenditures  for  1990  as 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in  Column  (2). 
Actual  1990  warrrant  proposals  as  submitted  by  each 
department  are  listed  in  Column  (3).  Footnotes  indicate 
whether  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee 
recommend  approval  or  disapproval  of  a  particular  item. 

It  is  the  ultimate  responsibility  of  voters  to  determine  the 
costs  to  be  incurred  by  your  Town.  The  CIP  is  prepared- 
and  this  summary  is  provided  to  assist  you  in  your  decision 
making.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  SUB-COMMITTEE 


The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established 
in  May  of  1989  by  the  Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long 
term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program. 


PURPOSE : 

1 .  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent 
each  year  to  improve  the  roads  in  Francestown. 

2.  To   recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved, 
listing  roads  and  work  to  be  done  on  each. 

3.  To  make  recommendations  to  improve  the  operations  of 
the  Highway  Department. 

FUNDING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1 .  Due  to  potential  tax  increases  from  other  areas  such 
as  schools,  the  Committee  feels  very   strongly  that 
we  start   off  our  Highway  Improvement  Program  with  a 
modest  sum. 

This  would  be  more  palatable  for  the  Townspeople  and 
would  also  allow  them  to  gain  confidence  in  what  we 
are  trying  to  do. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  a  sum  of  $50,000  per  year  to 
be  spent   on  the  Highway  Improvement  Program  each 
year . 

(This  amount  may  be  increased  in  the  future   as  the 
program  gets   under  way  and  as  tax  pressures 
stabilize. ) 

2.  The  $50,000  annual  fund  to  be  obtained  as  follows: 

a.  $25,000  of  the  Highway  Budget   "Reconstruction  of 

Roads"  to  be  designated  on  a  given  road. 

b.  $25,000  to  be  raised  by  warrant  article  each  year 
listing  actual  location(s)  of  work  to  be  done.

T.  Holm,  Vice-  Chairman;  Richard  S.  Mikula,  Clerk;  Herbert 
A.  Fincher  and  Robert  Currier  as  members  and  Donald  A. 
Pettee  as  Alternate.  Brenda  Parker,  who  was  appointed  an 
alternate  in  1988,  resigned  in  August  1989.  To  ensure  the 
availability  of  five  persons  to  sit  on  all  applications, 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  should  have  the  full  number  of  three 
alternates  permitted  by  RSA  Ch.  673.  Any  persons  interested 
in  serving  as  full  members  or  alternates  should  so  advise 
the  Selectmen. 

During  1989  the  Board  held  only  ten  meetings,  including 
several  joint  sessions  with  the  Planning  Board.  Three 
applications  for  variances  and  two  applications  for  special 
exceptions  were  filed.  One  variance  was  granted,  one  denied 
and  one  application  was  withdrawn.  One  special  exception  was 
granted  and  one  was  still  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Forms  for  applications  for  variances  and  special  exceptions 
and  information  of  filing  fees  and  other  charges  may  be 
obtained  at  the  Town  Offices. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  scheduled  for  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  month  (although  sometimes  cancelled)  and 
are  open  to  the  public  as  are  all  hearings,  notice  of  which 
must  be  posted  and  published.

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RQAD  AGENT  REPORT 
1989 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  doing  major  improvements  to 
both  dirt  and  tar  roads  in  the  1980 's  to  try  to  keep  pace 
with  growth  and  ever  increasing  traffic  loads  on  our  roads. 
I  want  to  thank  the  community  for  its  support  in  these 
endeavors . 

As  we  enter  into  the  90 's  this  committment  becomes  even  more 
important,  with  the  help  of  the  Planning  Board,  a  Road 
Advisory  Committee  was  formed  to  help  lay  out  a  Capital 
Improvement  Program  Road  propriety  list  for  major  improve- 
ments for  the  next  five  years.   This  year:   1.  Turn-arounds 
on  dead  end  roads  for  fire  trucks,  turn  outs  where  possible, 
$5,000.   2.  County  Road  North  from  the  bridge  approximately 
one  mile,  ditching  and  gravelling,  $25,000.   3.  Second  NH 
Turnpike  starting  at  the  Francestown/Lyndeborough  town  line 
repairing  the  Turnpike  $20,000.   This  is  a  very  modest 
estimate  amount  to  start  such  major  repair  projects  but  due 
to  the  huge  tax   burden  already  felt,  we  thought  it  prudent 
to  keep  money  at  a  manageable  amount.    (NOTE)  $25,000  of 
this  money   comes  out   of  my  operating  budget  so  we  are  in  a 
sense  asking  for  $25,000  in  new  revenues  to  get  the  program 
started.    I  feel  that  it  is  a  must  if  we  are  going  to  meet 
our  committment  to  a  manageable  and  orderly  road  program  to 
meet  present  and  future  growth  needs. 

I  have  made  a  list  of  roads  that  we  did  major  improvements 
on  in  1989  with  approximate  cost  included  along  with  a  list 
of  road  for  regravelling,  ditching  or  culvert  work  for  1990. 
There  is  only  one  other  warrant  article  from  this  department 
and  it  pertains  to  equipment  replacement  and  I  hope  it  will 
be  supported  this  year.  A  lot  of  the  trucks  are  getting 
beyond  reasonable  maintenance  costs.  The  range  year  of  our 
trucks  are  1950-1975.  The  money  would  come  out  of  the 
Capital  Reserve  to  pay  for  the  used  trucks. 

Used  equipment  does  a  good  Job  for  us,-    1.   We  have  a  good 
maintenance  program,   2.  Good  mechanics  in  George  and  Abe. 
But  even  used  equipment  must  be  updated  periodically. 

The  Budget  was  over  by  $7,000  mostly  due  to  chemicals  needed 
to  treat  a  lot  of  icy  road  conditions.  The  new  budget  for 
1990  reflects  a  $10,000  increase  in  the  Maintenance  and 
General  Expenses  due  to  inflation  prices,  labor,  gas,  etc. 
Thank  you  for  your  past  support  in  an  ever  increasing  demand 
for  services,  and  I  look  forward  to  it  in  the  90 's.  Without 
it  the  Job  would  really  be  a  lot  tougher.

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1989  ANNUAL  REPORT 
FRANCESTOWN  CXDNSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Land  protection  efforts  again  took  most  of  our  time  in 
1989,  The  commission  was  directly  involved  in  the 
protection  of  374  acres  in  Francestown.  This  gives  us  a 
two-year  total  (1988-1989)  in  excess  of  1,000  acres!  This 
year's  efforts  were  highlighted  by  obtaining  preliminary 
approval  from  the  State  LCIP  for  funding  our  second  local 
significance  project.  This  project  consists  of  our  purchase 
of  180  acres  from  Richard  C.  Merrill  and  Cynthia  M.  Schultz, 
with  State  funding  being  based  upon  the  appraised  value  of 
Ellen  M.  Hills'  donated  conservation  easement.  The  180 
acres  has  an  extensive  common  boundary  with  the  388  acre 
King  Tract,  acquired  as  our  first  LiCIP  project.  Upon 
completion  (hopefully  by  Town  Meeting)  of  this  project,  we 
will  have  assembled  a  568  acre  block  of  conservation  land. 

In  May,  we  took  title  to  the  Varnums'  Conservation 
Easement  Donation  and  the  King  Tract.  Several  residents 
attended  a  June  "Open  Forest"  sponsored  by  the  commission 
and  The  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests. 
Also,  we  took  title  to  the  Hill  easement  donation  in 
November . 

On  December  29,  we  became  the  owners  of  a  53.6  acre 
tract  located  in  the  Drlscoll  Hill  area  along  the  Greenfield 
Town  Line.  Former  owner  Charles  Bowman  sold  us  the  land  at 
a  "bargain  sale"  price,  as  he  wanted  the  land  to  become  a 
Town  Forest.  This  is  a  perfect  example  of  the  Conservation 
Fund  in  action.  By  having  previously  appropriated  funds 
available,  we  could  proceed  with  the  opportunity  Mr.  Bowman 
presented  to  us  in  a  timely  and  efficient  manner. 

Our  other  major  focus  this  year  was  planning.  First, 
we  handled  the  completion  of  the  Town's  first  Water  Resource 
Management  and  Protection  Plan  as  authorized  by  voters  at 
last  Town  Meeting.  As  you  may  recall,  it  was  voted  to  spend 
up  to  $5,000  for  the  preparation  of  this  plan.  Actual  costs 
have  totaled  S3 . 500 !  The  plan  provides  the  technical  and 
legal  basis  for  various  resource  protection  measures  and 
includes  an  exhaustive  inventory  of  critical  areas.  Also, 
we  drafted  an  updated  and  slightly  expanded  Conservation 
Overlay  District,  to  become  part  of  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance  if  approved  by  voters.  The  revised  overlay 
district  provides  a  base  level  of  protection  for  the  Town's 
critical  non-renewable  resources.  We  feel  that  this  is  a 
timely  proposal  worthy  of  your  support. 

Annual  commission  activities  included  the  roadside 
clean-up,  and  distributing  tree  seedlings  to  elementary 
school  students.  The  commission  made  a  variety  of 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  in  regard  to 
subdivision  applications  and  other  zoning  issues.  We 
processed  six  dredge  and  fill  applications  and  investigated 
four  alleged  violations  as  well. 

In  closing,  we  want  to  thank  the  residents  and  voters  of 
Francestown  for  your  continued  support.  We  have  been 
sucessful   because  we  have  enjoyed   broad  voter   support 
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combined  with  concerned  property  owners  willing  to  conserve 
their  own  property.     We  hope  it  continues  into  the  1990 's.

The  spring 
season  brought  over  60  boys  and  girls  to  sign-up  for  three 
Pee  Wee  and  one  Little  League  team.  Our  thanks  go  to  Paul 
Lawrence,  Mitch  Cook,  Kevin  Ivester,  George  Sloan,  Barry 
Jordan,  Rob  Ames,  Sue  Campbell,  Ed  Farhm  and  Joe  Elechko  for 
coaching  these  teams.  Monies  purchased  additional 
equipment  for  the  teams.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  the 
Patriot  Motors,  Pravda  Insurance  and  WKNE  for  the  purchase 
of  uniforms  for  the  Pee  Wee  teams,  as  well  as  to  the 
Prancestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  for  the  use 
and  upkeep  of  the  Underbill  Field,  and  to  Dick  Cilley  for 
his  work  getting  the  field  ready  for  play. 

The  major  expense  of  the  Recreation  Commission  is 
maintenance  of  the  Town  Beach  and  provision  of  lifeguards 
and  swimming  lessons.  We  are  grateful,  as  always,  to  Kris 
and  Leslie  Stewart  for  donating  sand  and  delivery  to  dress 
the  beach  each  year.  This  year  in  addition  to  providing  a 
toilet  for  the  beach  during  the  summer  and  early  fall 
months,  we  also  had  constructed  a  small  storage  shed  to 
house  the  lifeguard's  equipment  and  a  telephone  required  by 
our  insurers  for  emergency  use.  Our  thanks  to  Bob 
Podsadowski  for  building  this  storage  shed  and  to  him  and 
Paul  Lawrence  for  transporting  it  to  the  beach  and  erecting 
it  there.  Because  of  unavailability  of  a  Water  Safety 
Instructor  for  Red  Cross  swimming  lessons,  we  had  to  cut 
back  to  five  Monday  lessons  taught  by  Steve  Tobey  who  had 
been  our  lifeguard  in  1988.  Pifty  children  took  lessons. 
Kara  McNeil  served  as  assistant.  Our  lifeguard,  Shaunna 
Sipe,  was  on  duty  Mondays  thru  Saturdays.  We  were  unable  to 
provide  lifeguarding  on  Sundays  this  year. 

Thirty-three  Prancestown  youngsters  took  tennis  lessons  on 
the  P.I.H.S.  courts  from  volunteer  instructors  Carol  Lunan, 
Cher  Barker,  and  Dana  Hill. 

Conval  Kickers  Soccer  Training  Camp  was  again  offered  here 
in  town  by  Peter  Ketchum  and  the  Commission.  Sixteen 
children  attended  the  week-long  session  of  instruction  and 
play. 

Andy's  Playhouse  again  ran  a  weeklong  creative  theater 
program  in  our  Town  Hall.  Enrollment  has  been  a  problem  and 
they  may  not  be  willing  to  return  next  summer.  Your 
Commission  also  supported  a  performance  by  Andy's  Touring 
Show  of  The  Travels  of  Babar. 

Our  thanks  also  to  Tory  Pines  Resort  for  providing  Junior 
PGA  Golf  to  local  youths  at  a  minimal  fee. 

Halloween  was  again  celebrated  at  the  Town  Hall  by  over  200 
adults  and  children.  Many  thanks  to  all  who  donated  food, 
time  for  decorating,  and  especially  to  Leslie  and  Kris 
Stewart  and  Pam  and  Tony  DeWitt  and  their  crew  for  providing 
a  fine  Spook  House. 
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On  going  activities  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Commission 
are  Aerobics  classes  that  meet  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  year  round  with  10  to  15  women  and  men 
participating.  Pam  Nation  Ames  continues  as  certified 
instructor  of  these  classes.  Also,  Contra  Dancing  continues 
on  the  second  Saturday  night  of  every  month  in  the  Town 
Hall.

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1989  WE3LFARE  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 

Francestown,  unlike  many  towns  in  the  area,  has  been  able  to 
keep  within  its  public  assistance  budget.  All  attempts  are 
made  to  facilitate  outside  sources  of  assistance  if  at  all 
possible.  Although  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire  make  the  towns 
responsible  for  those  in  need,  applicants  must  formally 
apply  for  assistance  if  the  need  is  beyond  an  immediate 
emergency.  Although  the  numbers  of  cases  have  increased, 
they  are  usually  short  term.  For  the  most  part,  people  are 
looking  for  information  as  to  various  programs  that  can  be 
used.  The  most  common  budget  expenditure  is  usually  for 
rent  subsidies. 

All  Saint's  Church  of  Peterborough  put  together  Thanksgiving 
baskets  complete  with  all  the  fixings  for  a  few  town 
families  this  past  year.  Francestown  residents  are  eligible 
to  use  the  Food  Bank  at  the  All  Saints  Church  in 
Peterborough. 

The  Girl  Scouts  (Juniors  and  Brownies)  spearheaded  a  food 
drive  through  the  elementary  and  preschool  to  collect  food 
for  Christmas  baskets  for  several  families.  Special  thanks 
to  The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  and 
the  Finchers  for  generously  donating  monies  towards  this 
effort.  The  Rotary  Club  of  Peterborough  again  made 
Christmas  very  special  for  many  Francestown  families  through 
the  annual  program  of  Operation  Santa. 

Starting  this  year.  The  Community  Church  of  Francestown 
will  be  making  emergency  supplies  available  for  town  use.  So 
there  are  no  delays  in  getting  the  emergency  assistance  to 
those  in  need,  the  Service  Committee,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Town,  will  stock  necessary  items.  If  you  would  like  to 
assist  them  in  their  collection/preparation,  contact  a 
member  of  the  Service  Committee  directly.  We  are  fortunate 
to  live  in  such  a  generous  region. 

1990  appropriation  request  will  remain  at  $2000.  This  amount 
has  been  appropriated  since  1983  and  has  been  adequate. 
Voters  should  be  mindful  that  the  laws  are  such  that  if 
needs  arise  that  will  overextend  the  budget,  the  town  is 
still  responsible.

Renovations  to   bring  the  Meeting  House  into  compliance  with 

the   life    safety   code,  phase   one    (rear   fire   exits, 

modification    of    front  doors,   emergency   lights)   were 

completed,  allowing  the  building  to  be  used  for  public 
functions . 

Sills  on  the  west  side  were  partially  replaced  and  basement 
ventilation  improved. 

Several  weddings  were  scheduled  in  addition  to  a  Nashua 
Symphony  concert,  a  folk  concert  by  Beverly  Rush  and  an  art 
exhibit  by  Margaret  Howard,  a  Kindergarten  graduation.  Labor 
Day  Vespers  and  Open  House,  a  meeting  of  local  Democratic 
party  to  discuss  the  tax  burden  and  the  Moveable  Feast. 

Membership  has  reached  300,  which  was  the  minimum  goal  for 
this  year.  (Thanks  everyone!)  Additional  members  are  welcome 
and  needed ! 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  voted 
$3,290.00  to  fund  a  survey  of  structures  in  Francestown  by 
Greg  Thulander,  who  is  a  master  candidate  in  Historical 
Preservation  at  B.U. 

The  study  will  provide  information  which  could  be  used  if 
the  town  wishes  to  pursue  a  historic  district  or  to  have 
historic  places  listed  in  the  National  Register.

Care  of  the  Historical  Rooms  has  been  taken  over  by  Lillian 
Harrigan.  Additions  to  our  ever  growing  collection  include 
a  pair  of  andirons  made  by  Converse  Trufant,  a  butter  churn, 
a  tea  cloth  formerly  belonging  to  the  Bixby  family,  a 
patchwork  purse  which  once  belonged  to  Peter  Woodbury, 
portraits  of  Mr.  &  Mrs  William  Terren  and  numerous  items 
for  our  paper  file  including  several  old  Christmas  Cards. 

A  history  program  has  been  conducted  for  local  fourth  grade 
school  children.  Mrs.  Harrigan  has  been  assisted  by  Dick 
Cilley  who  spoke  to   the  children   about  soapstone   and  Mrs. 
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Thomas  Place  who  told  about  early  settlers.  Appropriate 
articles  from  our  collection  were  used  in  the  presentation. 

A  total  reassessment  of  all  property  in  town  was  begun  this 
fall. 

The  Fire  Department  took  delivery  of  a  1989  Pierce  Class  "A" 
pumper  this  year.  Their  services  have  been  expanded  to 
include  an  Underwater  Rescue  Team. 

Approximately  709  acres  were  acquired  or  protected  through 
conservation  easements  by  the  town  this  year. 

Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area  was  in  financial  trouble. 
Attempts  to  sell  the  area  fell  through  and  after  months  of 
uncertainties  they  filed  for  Bankruptcy,  Chapter  11.  A  new 
plan  finds  a  limited  operation  with  only  the  facilities  in 
Bennington  open  at  this  time. 

The  Village  Store  was  robbed  on  November  11,  Just  before 
closing  time.  This  was  the  first  robbery  since  the  store 
began  operation  in  1824.  (165  years) 

Neighbors  and  friends  presented  owners.  Kip  and  Kim  Dalley, 
with  $830.00  contributed  to  cover  the  loss  ($700+)  in  a  show 
of  friendship  and  support. 

James  Bolle,  Director  of  Monadnock  Music  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Symphony  Orchestra,  was  guest  conductor  of  the 
Kibbutz  Chamber  Orchestra  in  Israel  this  fall. 

John  P.  Arnold  was  appointed  Attorney  General  of  New 
Hampshire  by  Governor  Judd  Gregg. 

Kim  Place  Dalley  was  hired  to  replace  Connie  Varnum  as  the 
Childrens  librarian. 

James  Croasmun  was  awarded  the  rank  of  Eagle,  the  highest 
honor  in  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

Interim  ministers  of  the  Community  church  were  Rev.  Lynda 
Tolton  followed  by  Rev.  Diane  Durgin.
